LN OHIVO UNCERTAIN. 
CLAIMS ON BOTH SIDES WITH LITTLE FOUN- 
DATION—THE RETURNS MEAGRE AND 
INDEFINITE—THE STATE PROBABLY 


DEMOCRATIC. 

CoLoumBus, Oct. 10.—The great excitement 
that bas existed during the past two weeks 
finally culminated to-day in the election. At 
an early hour this evening the two great par- 
ties assembled at their respective head-quarters 
to receive the returns. At firet it seemed that 
the Republicans were surely on the high road 
to success, but after a brief interval what 
news was received bore a sadly differ- 
ent complexion, and for about two 
hours nothing but Democratic gains were re- 
ported; but finally a change came, which 
many Republicans regarded as a tidal-wave, 
and their gains ran up rapidly until 
midnight, when again a change came 
in the returns and once more sadness reigned 
supreme. The City Hall was packed to over- 
flowing and the heat was intense. Bugles 
were sounding at every favorable return. The 
Democrats were below in the Board of Trade 


rooms, and had at one time given up and con- 
ceded the election of Foraker by 2,000 ma- 


jority. 

It is believed by many that there has been a 
total mistake in figuring up the results. 
If that be so, it will be discovered 
when the reports come before the board. 
I asked Auditor .Ogilevee, the Chairman 
of the Republican Committee, at 2 o’clock 
this morning, if he had given up the 
fight. He said: ‘“‘i will admit this, 
that the indications are that we have 
lost, but I do not by any means con- 
cede it. Only 500 voting precincts have 
been heard from, and there are nearly 2,000 
in Ohio, and to surrender the cause at this time 
would seem like cowardice. No, I do not 
ing Seg fight until the last return is in. 

hat brought about this most unexpected 
result, and in which Democrats of large ex- 
perience conceded our succes,is peyond my 
comprehension, but I have no doubt that the 
second amendment had much to do with it. 
Every liquor-dealer in Ohio subscribed to a 
fund for his friend to vote against the 
amendment and also the Republican ticket, 
and to-night we know the result.

Secretary Ballentine claims Hoadly’s election 
by 4,000. He says they will go to Hamilton 
County with 10,000 more votes last year. 
Gov. Foster telegraphed to Gen. Thompson as 
follows: “‘ About one-eighth of the State re- 
ported, which shows considerable Republican 
gains on the vote of last year. I think the re- 
turns to come will do better for us. The 
result is in great doubt, both as to the State 
ticket and general Assembly. Well informed 
people of either party, at this hour, (12,) donot 
feel disposed to claim success.”

He has 
private dispatches showing large Demecratic 
gains in Lucas and Montgomery Counties.

It 1s wholly impossible to obtain the result 
on the county ticket to-night in Hamilton 
County. Keports so far have been only of the 
head of the ticket. At 2:30 not half a dozen 
precincts have beer heard from officially. 
At that hour 23 precincts showed anet Re- 
publican gain for Foreker of 2,464 At this 
rate Foraker would almost, if not quite, carry 
the county, and the Republican county and 
\egislative tickets would certainly be elected.

THE EARLIER RETURNS. 

CrxcinnatTI, Oct, 9.—Hoadly has probably 
carried Hamilton County by 2,500 majority. 
There was much scratching and the count is 
proceeding very slowly. Five precincts out 
of upward of 100 give Republican gains 
over the vote of one year ago of 160, 
If these precincts were representative, Hoad- 
ly’s majority could be put at considerably less 
than 2,500. There is no German precinct in- 
cluded, however, and there is much doubt as 
to what the Germans havedone. The elec- 
tion of the greater part of the McLean 
county and legislative ticket is probable. The 
miscalculations in regard to the strength of 
this ticket have arisen from the fact that credit 
was given tothe claim of the reform Demo- 
crats that they would polla vote of 7,000. They 
had 5,000 signatures toa circuiar pledging the 
signers, who were all Democrats, to the sup- 
port of the reform ticket. It was claimed 
that a large number of Democrats, who did 
not care to be known as supporters of that 
ticket, bad said they approved of the move- 
ment and would quietly support it by their 

ballots. This class was moderately estimated 
at 2,000, which gave the reformers 7,000 votes 
which were regarded as certain. Then there 
was the claim that the class of voters who 
are not strongiy attached to either 
party would aiso vote the Reform ticket, 
The resuit has shown that the 
disposition of Democrats to vote the straight 


Democratic ticket, regardless of its character, 
was very slightly affected by the outrageous 
proceedings of the McLean convention. From 
the best estimates that can be made at 
this hour the Reform vote does not exceed 
1,500. This number is too small to overcome 
the Democratic majority of last year, to say 
nothing of the renewed disaffection of the 
Germans owing to the threatened adoption of 
the prohibitory amendment, and an unscrupu- 
lous ring have obtained control ot important 
county offices, including that of Treasurer 
and Auditor, and the delegation to the 
Legislature. Frauds have been attempted, but 
to what extent cannot yet be told. There are 
a score of men under arrest for repeating 
gnd voting illegally. The greatest danger, 
however, is that the ballot-boxes have 
been tampered with. The day was 
pleasant and the vote was large. The police, 
pithough under the control of a Democratic 
Mayor, behaved satisfactorily. Much interest 
has been shown during the entire day in the 
result, butas the nignt advances the streets 
are being deserted, the impression being that 
it will be very late before definite news can be 
obtained. ie

UNCERTAINTY IN CLEVELAND. 
DEMOCRATIC BOASTS WHICH WERE LARGELY 
MODIFIED LATE IN THE EVENING. 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 9.—The weather was 
on the side of the Republicans to-day, but the 
fates were the other way. A clear sky and 
unusual warmth prevailed all day, and as it 
wassuch weather as brings out a full Republi- 
can vote, a great many persons took the omen 
as a good one and went to work with unwont- 
ed zeal. But in two hours experienced eyes 
could see how the tide was running, and 
that, no matter how the State might go, 
Cuyahoga County was certainly for the Dem- 
ocrats by a majority of from 2,000 to 4,000. 
The results this- evening verify that 
tion. An immense vote was cast, and the 
most earnest and persistent work was kept up 
by both sides all day. Not only the Germans 
and saloon men were with the ocrats, but 
they captured the Bohemians of the Sixth 
Ward, and made heavy inroads on the col- 
ored vote. There never was a larger array of 
ward workers at the polls than were sent forth 
by the Democrats, and money was furnished 
in any amount demanded. ‘The saleon men 
worked as they never have before, and all their 
efforts were made to secure votes for the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, with ‘‘No” for both amend- 
ments. A prominent brewer was heard to say 
that not only the second amendment, but the 
State Republican ticket must be defeated to 
give them any feeling of security. 

At this hour—10 P. M.—the county is con- 
ceded to the Democrats by 2,000 majority, 
while they are claiming it by from 3,000 to 
4,000. The complete figures may reduce this 
claim scmewhat, but the heavy vote and the 
great amount of scratching will place the an- 
nouncement of the footings well on toward the 
morning. The Democrats had fears that Die- 
mer, one of their legislative candidates for the 
House, who had been involved in trouble with 
the Government, and Blandin, a candidate

beyond any question. It is agreed on all 
hands that , the Republican candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor, has run ahead of his 
ticket, and especially among the Irish, but it 
is hardly possible that be has been able to se- 
cure a majority in this county. 

The vote for the prihibitory amendment in 
the city is uncertain, not as to its defeat, but 
as to the size of that defeat. Such indications 
asareat hand thus early show that it has 
done well in the ceuntry. Bedford, in the 
south part of this county, one of the 
few places to pronounce for local pro- 
hibition under the Scott law, has given 
400 majority for the amendment, as 
against 50 in opposition. In Cleveland the 
ladies have all day had open head-quarters 
near the polls, but the amount of aid given the 
amendment by their action is as yet a prob- 
lem. Asarule they did not go to the polls 
and attempt to work, but furnished tickets 
and advice to such voters as male friends of 
the cause brought to them. In some cases 
their head-quarters were elegantly deco- 
rated, while a profusion of mottoes, 
ranging in sentiment from “For God 
and Home and _ Sabbath-school” to 
“Betty and the Baby versus Boodle and 
Beer” were everywhere displayed. Wagon 
loads of school children and inmates of the 
orphan asylums were driven from one pre- 
cinct to another, where temperance and re- 
ligious songs were sung. great deal of 
chaffing at the expense of the women was 
heard among those who opposed the amend- 
ment, but as a general thing the innovation 
was met by quietness and courtesy. 

The Democrats are receiving returns at the 
City Armory, which is ame by a cheering 
and jubilant crowd. A dispatch from Cincin- 
nati that that city had gone Democratic was 
received with the wildest applause. The 
streets resound with horn-blowing and music, 
and the Democrats seem determined to make 
the most of their home victory and to take 
their chances on good news from the State at 
large. 

11:30 P. M.—A surprising change has been 
suddenly developed in the situation here. Two 
hours ago the Republicans, with hardly an 
exception, were conceding the county to the 
Democrats by a fair majority, while the Dem- 
ocrats were or it by such figures as were 
given inan earlier dispatch. As returns came 
in more definitely, as the count got down toward 
the bottom of the boxes, bringing out the 
forenoon Republican vote, and as thesuburban 
wards and townships were heard from, a 
change came over the appearance of things. 
The Republicans began to hope for an even 
thing, and at this hour a great many are con- 
fident that Foraker will have a majority in 
the county, and that possibly the county 
ticket, or a part of it, may be elected. The 
calculations of Republican disaster in the 
Sixth Ward were made on returns from 
the south precinct, where the Demo- 
cratic gains were made among the 
colored men and Bohemians, but on hearing 
from the North Precinct, which includes 
Euelid-avenue and Prospect-street, it begins 
to look as though the Republicans had 
it by from 500 to 800 votes. Things are 
now getting into such shape that both 
sides are claiming a victory, and the offi- 
cial footings may be necessary to render 
a correct decision. The editor of the Herald, 
on being asked to furnish a copy of his opin- 
ions, replied: *“*I had them in type an hour 
ago, but have ordered them killed. The way 
things now look it will be hard for any one to 
form any correct idea of the result before press 
time.” The}{spirit prevailing at headquarters 
has changed in the same proportion. Tbe sound 
of the horns has almost entirely died down. 
The Democrats are more quiet and are askin 
for figures, while two hours ago they looke 
only for general results. The Republicans 
have begun to make a noise and say that the 
changes that are to come will bein their favor. 
The same developments held good as to the 
second amendment. Atthe Tabernacle meet- 
ing reports have been received showing that it 
bas undoubtedly swept the State and that it 
may hold its own in this county.

IOWA HEAVILY REPUBLICAN. 
GOV. SHERMAN’S MAJORITY ESTIMATED AT 
BETWEEN 20,000 anp 40,000. 

Des Moines, Oct. 9.—Returns are coming 
in very slowly, and, owing to a want of 
preparation of statistics, the computation of 
comparisons is slow. The returns so far re- 
ceived show a heavy gain in the aggregate 
vote, which will be the largest in the 


history of the State. This is proving 
the security for a Republican majority, 
for the Republican vote has been increased 
thereby. and will fully equal the vote 
cast for Garfield. At the same time, 
comparisons show that the Democratic State 
ticket has made a heavy march for- 
ward, and while Kinne will probably 
be defeated by 15,000 to 20,000 majority, 
Hayes, Democrat, for Judge, will run aot O 
or quite 5,000 ahead of his ticket, 
The returns from the Sixth District are 
too meagre yet to express an o- u- 
ion upon, and no _ accurate’ estimate 
can be made as to the Legislature 
before to-morrow afternoon, though judging 
from the returns on the State ticket 
ea former estimate of %0 to 60 on 
joint ballot seems justifiable.

In an interview at Buffalo on 
Sunday, Doyle stated that in the Summer of 1882 
he was selected by friends of Mayor Cleveland to 
go to Rochester and see Purcell, and ask his help 
in the matter of supporting Cleveland for the 


Purcell declined to 
support him, and in the State Convention at Syra- 
couse voted against him. This is the reason given 
by Doyle for opposing Pureell at Buffalo. Purcell 
was to-day sbown this interview. He declined to 
say more than that he pitied a man who was 
coerced to misrepresent his constituency and 
betray a friend for whom he had professed the 

. and then seek to shieid his base- 
ness tissue of falseh Mr. George 
Moss, Pu "s associate, said that hefore e 
election of delegates to the State Convention last 
Fall Peter Doyle and Charles Goodyear, the latter 
a member of Cleveland's law firm, came here 
Buffalo to see Mr. Purcell and induce him to 
secure the Monroe County delegation for Cleve- 
jand.

‘ NEARLY A FRIGHTIUL DISASTER. 

* Toronto, Cct. 9.—A passenger train on the 
Canada Pacific, leaving Pembroke for the North at 
4:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon, met with a

IMPORTANT VICTORY—THE BLACK FLAGS 
RETREATING—SPAIN’S INSULTED MAJ- 
ESTY. ; ‘ 
' Panis, Oct. 9.—The Figaro states that the 
agreement entered into by France with the 
Black Flags in Tonquin grants the latter their 
arrears of pay and the free possession of the 
territory between Lao-Kai and Hung-Hoa. 

It is reported that Col. Badens, command- 
ing the French forces from Hai-Phong, has had 
an engagement with Chinese regulars at Bac- 
Ninh, resulting in a defeat of the Chinese, and 
that the French gun-boats will intercept their 
retreat. This dispatch probably refers to the 
movements of Col. Badens from Hai-Phong 


mentioned in the Canton advices of Oct. 1, 
stating that Col. Badens started on Sept. 
29 from MHai-Phong with 550 French 
troops by way of the Tai-Binge River 
for Bac-Ninh. It had _ previously been 
reported that the Black Flags at 

Bac-Ninh had been reinforced by regular Chi- 

nese troops, but later advices state that the 

Black Flags had retreated to Lao-Kai. If the’ 

reported defeat proves to be weil founded the 

French have captured one of the most impor- 

tant strategic points in the delta. 

An official dispatch from Saigon says the 
situation of affairs in Tonquin has improved, 
owing to the presence of the Annamite En- 
voys and the submission to French au- 
thority of the Delta mandarmns. Dis- 
eases decimated the forces of the Black 
Flags, and many of them are deserting. 
They have abandoned their works in the vil- 

es near Hanoi, and have retreated beyond 

Dai and the Rapids Canal toward Lao-Kai. 

They have also partially evacuated their 

works in and around Sontay. The French 

troops are in excellent health and spirits. 

The appointment of Gen. Campenon as Min- 
ister of War vice Gen. Thibaudin, resigned, is 
officially announced. The Opportunists, with 
M. Waldeck Rousseau at their head, applaud 
the appointment of Gen. Campenon. Gen. 
Campenon will enter upon his new duties to- 
morrow. The first evidence of his influence was 
shown by the seizure to-day vf an anti-Prus- 
sian journal. It is stated that Gens. Saussier and 
Lewul, both of whom in turn had been asked 
to accept the position, themselves urged Gen. 
Campenou’s appointment. '

The coffin was literally 
covered with wreaths, among them be- 
ing one from the Berlin Press Association. 
The crowds that thronged the streets reverent- 
a ssates their heads as the cortége passed. 
hen the cemetery was reached Bishop Ser- 
us read the offices for the dead and 
lessed the coffin. The Bishop accompa- 
nied the remains to the grave. After 
the body had been lowered into its last resting- 
place the rectors of the Universities of St. 
Petersburg and Moscow and various Russian 
authors delivered addresses. 

Deputations were present from ail parts 
of the empire, including representatives 
from scientific institutions and Profes- 
sors from various academies, universities, 
imperial lyceums, schools, and associa- 
tions. Every branch of art, music, 
and . literature was represented. Ex- 
tra police and _ military precautions 
had been taken to prevent a disturbance, Cos- 
sacks and gendarmes were stationed at every 
corner, and 5,000 troops surrounded the ceme- 
tery. No disorders are reported, to have 
occurred.

A CLAIM AGHNT DISAPPEARS. 


SEVERAL PERSONS MOURNING THE LO&SS OF 
- MONEY AND PROPERTY. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 9.—About three 
years ago « well-dressed gentleman, named Robert 
Morrison, came to this city and established an in- 
ternational claim agency. He was evidently a 
man of wide experience and nothing appeared to 
cast a shadow of doubt upon his statement that his 
acquaintance was extensive in foreign lands and 


that he was an attorney who made a specialty 
of attending to foreign estates. He fitted up 
his office in elegant style, and soon built 
bo J a good business. He was also manager 
of J. A. Graft & Co.'s legal directory of 
Cincinnati, but devoted nearly ail of his time 
to establishing the claims of persons who 
hadi disputed estates in foreign eountries, 
He would frequently take long a in 
the interest of his clients, and because of their 
frequency his absence would not cause remarks. . 
© went away last January, but returned en Oct., 
1 and made arrangementsto continue his business. 
He went — again suddenly, however, on the 
4th inst., stating to the janitor that he would be ab- 
sent for several days, and to be careful to keep the 
door locked. The suspicions of the latter 
were aroused, however, and be gaye notice 
to Mr. Bissell, the owner of the building. 
Morrison was in arrears for several months’ 
rent, and Mr. Bissell immediately made 
a seizure of bis goods. It was 
found that he had removed the most 
valuable of his effects, including a desk, 
which he had shipped to _ Boston. Soon 
after his disappearance one of the gen- 
tlemen interested in the Harland estate, 
who resides im New-Castle, came to_ the 
city, and, being quite anxious to see Mr. Morri- 
son, calledfat his office, but was astounded to see 
the notice of levy on the door. While 
in Treland last Winter Morrison wrote that he 
must have more money, and it was 
sent him. The New-Castie gentleman mourns 
Morrison’s absence to the extent of about 
$1,200 in cash, hesides papers. One of the 
most pitiable consequences of his departure 
is the loss sustained by Mrs. Annie Snow- 
don, of New-Cumberland, Va. whe is 
interested in the O’Brien estate. It was 
one that Morrison told her 
easily obtained; that there was 
£10,000 to £12,000 in it. He got all 
apers and $200 in money. She had 
orrow the money to make this payment, but she 
feels the loss of the papers which prove her right to 
this estate, of which there appears to 
have; been no question as to her ti- 
tle, “more than words can express. 
He was also attorney for the claimants 
residing near Steubenville, Ohio, who are 
interested in the Stewart estate, and he 
is said to have received between $600 and 
$700 from them. That there are others 
who are interested on account of money 
and papers in this sudden disappearance seems 
altogether probable. Among those whom he 
claims to have been his agents abroad were 
L. W. Seeds & Co., attorneys, of London, and Me- 
Allister, of Dublin. 

Who Morrison was before he started his busi- 
ness in Pittsburg is not certain. There 
are some who understand that he was an 
insurance solicitor in Philadelphia, while 
others assert that he was a prominent 
attorney of Illinois and once a member of the Le- 
gisiature of that State. The current impression 
among those who knew him best while here is that 
he has gone to Boston.

vicious. toward those around her, but would 

clutch the bed-clothes convulsively and sink her 

finger-nails into her fiesh and tear great long strips. 
from her body. At about 4 o’clock she revived and 

the fear of water left her. At 9 o’clock she. 
answered the query of how she felt, by saying she 

was ‘all right,” and that the pain had gone. Then 

she requested that her bed be made and she would 

gotosleep. This was done, and the little sufferer, 

who had borne so much pain with such a brave 

heart, lay over on the soft bed, and without a 

word, or a sigh, or a moan, breathed her last. The 

father of the child avows his intention df prose- 

cuting the owner of the dog. He says he has posi- 

tive information that the dog bad been rabid for 

several days before it bit his child, and had been 

kept in the house, aad that on Aug. 2 it was turned 

out on the streets.

It seemed 
jo tim that the mission ef the church 
in the United States could not be car- 
ted out one-tenth part with the present 
same. There were a large pumbor of persons in 
his country not connected with agy ehurch who 
would be attracted by the change of name, and 
would learn that which would bring them ‘to 
Christianity through the Chureb. No one 
ised the words Protestant Episcopal! when 
t could be avoided. Because the Church 
aad pot asserted her Catholieity in her name, the 
aneducated mixed up the name Catholic with that 
tiven to the church of Rome. He believed that 
the American church coula never do her daty in 
she United States and stand forth as the exponent 
ef Catholic and Aportolic Christianity until she 
jeok a name that showed that she was the chureh 
Bee bere. The Rev. Dr. Meyer Lewin, of 

ryland, said that he would not stultify him- 
velf by saying that his forefathers were wrong. 

Cariten Hunt, of Louisiana, in discussing the 
yuestion, said: “The gentleman from Iillnois says 

is not ashamed to call himself a member of the 
oly Catholic Churoch—what does he mean? Does 
respect which has heralded the assemblage of 
body look like shame?

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4 MURDERER’S DEATH.

THE HANGING OF SAMUEL M’DONALD AT 
FORT WAYNE, IND. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., Oct. 9.—Samuel Me- 
Donald to-day paid the extreme penalty of the 
law in explation of a crime alleged to have been 
committed by him on the night of March 22, of the 
present year. The hanging was the first that bas 
taken place in this county since the Spring of 1855, 
when Madden and Leefer were hanged for tho 
murder of James Dunbar, and is the third in the 
history of the county. McDonald was convicted 
on circumstantial evidence alone, and it is the 
first case of the kind on record In this State. 

On March 22 Samuel McDonald and Louis Lou- 
rent, two wood-choppers, living in a lonely cabin 
three miles from Arcola, a small town about eight 
miles west of this oity, were drinking to- 


gether in a saloon at the former place. 
McDonald was ta the employ of Lourent, who 
bad just received four twenty-dollar cold 
pleoes io yment upon acvount of a elearing 
gontract which he had taken. Ahout 10 o’elook 
Lourent, McDonald, and three companions left 
the saloon, The pext day, McDonaid, who nad 
no money the previous evening, want to Fort 
Wayne and purchased a suit of clothing for $14, 
paying for it witha twenty-dollar gold pises. He 
also pald a debt of $10 with a twenty-dollar cold 
piece. He spent money freely, and became in- 
toxicated. On March 27 he wentto Fort Wayne 
and pawned aun, identified as the property of 
Lourent, for a trifiing sum, three persans seeing 
him sign the pawnbroker's receipt. On the voth 
the murder was discovered by the owner 
of the traet on which the cabin. ia sit- 
uated. MoDonald, during the inguest which 
follewed. left the room and’ went to a 
stable; he was watched and was observed to se- 
crete a plece of paperiu a manger: a search was 
made and the paper was found, which proved to 
be the pawnbroker's ticket for the gun. When he 
was confronted with the body In the cabin, which 
was lying face downward, he exclaimed: “ God! I 
thought he was lying on his buck.” 

McDonald's trial commencec on May 12 and cou- 
tinued 10 days, The evidence showed that the 

urder had been committed with asmai! axe or 

atehet. which was found in the cabin, tho head of 
the murdered man being frightfully mutilated and 
nearly chopped intwo. Blood was Gzattered al! 
over the floor, and bloody footprints were found 
leading to an adjoining apartment and about the 
room where tne murder apparently was com- 
mitted. Shoes worn by McDonald, bearing 
bioody stains, were compared with the footprints 
on the floor and were found to correspond. The jury 
returned a verdict of murder in the first degree 
and affixed the death penalty. Counsel fer the de- 
feuse made motion for a new trial, but it was over- 
ruled. ‘The case was then appealed unsuccessfully 
to the Supreme Court. A petition praying for the 
commutation of the sentence from death to {m- 
prisonment for life was circulated, but the Govern- 
or refused to interfere. 

McDonald slept soundly during the latter part of 
last night, awakening about 7 in the morning. He 
spent the forenoon with spiritual advisers. Heate 
a hearty dinner and conversed pleasantly with 
those who saw him. Ue was cool und egalf-pos- 
sessed throughout. There was no bravado in his 
conduct. but he manifested remarkable salf-con- 
trol. Two hundred and fifty persons witnessed the 
hanging, which passed off without accident. 
The machinery, which had _ been _ tested 
before, worked to perfection. At 1:15 
o'clock 10 physicians appeared and took 
seats in front of the galiows. Seven minutes later 
came a solemn procession. First walked Sheriff 
Shiefer, followed by MoDonald, supported by two 
priests and two deputies, Their assistance, how- 
ever, was quite unnecessary. The doamed man, 
without faltering, marehed up the 12 steps of the 
«allows. The priests oonstantly said prayers, 
und Father Brammer held e¢lose before’ the 

risoner’s eyes a crucifix. Daring the read- 
ng of the death-warrant hy the Sheriff 
the attention of McDonald wasaiven to the priests. 
As the Sheriff paused at the end MeDonald turned 
his eyes full upen him. Then turning to the spec- 
tators he sald; *' Gentlemen, I have nothing to say, 
only I hope God will forgive me.”’ The priests 
next claimed his attention, and he listened to them 
with interest. Finality he raised his eyes to the 
spectators, and, making a slight gesture with both 
hands, said in a clear voice, without a tremor: 
**Good-bye to all of you.” 

The Deputy Sheriffs then took cords and straps 
from their pockets and bound the prieoner. The 
rope was placed about bis neck, and as the Deputy 
drew the fatal knot to its place McDonaid ex- 
changed some words with him in an undertone. 
Ho was still calm when the Deputy, having ad- 
justed the noose, pulled over his head the black 
cap, The priests continued their ministrations. 
At 1:27 o'clock, the preliminaries having 
been completed, Sheriff Shiefer pressed his 
foot egainst a spring and instantly the platform 
upon which the doomed man stood fel! down. 
The prisoner fell about five feet, and the noose 
shifted slightly to the back of his neck. The body 
began to revolve, while the arms and legs twitched 
convelsively. The revolution of the body was 
stopped by Dr. Meyers taking hold of one band for 
the purpose of observing the pulse. During the 
first minute the pulse ranged between 12 and 25 
beats. In the seveath minute the pulse became so 
faint as to cease to be discernible. At 1:41 all 
motion ceased, and the physician announced that 
life was extinct, the neck baving been broken. 

The body was at once tuken down and carried 
to a coffin, which had previously been placed in 
the oven space under and behind the scaffold out 
of sight of the spectators. There were some dis- 
colorations about the neck and face, which were 
removed by an embalming fluid applied by the 
undertaker. The coffin was then conveyed to

AN ACTION FOR FALSE IMPRISONMENT. 

Jacob Langsdorf commenced an action for 
falso imprisonment against Josephs & Co., whole- 
sale manufacturers of cigars, which was tried yes- 
terday before Judge Ernest Hall and a jury. It 
was testfied to by the plaintiff's witnesses that the 
plaintiff had been a working man in the tenemont- 
house cigar factory of the defendants, ia Sixty- 
third-street, About the 2d or 3d of January he, tn 
conjunction with a majority of the workmen, 
atruck and formed en organization called the 
Progressive Union. Thereupon he and two other 
strikers were appeinted a committee to walt upon 
such workmen of Josephs & Co. as had not struck 
to induce themto join. On the afternoon of the 
5th of January the plaintiff, with two other werk- 
men, visited the workmen living in the estab- 
lishment of Josephs & Co. and offered them aseiat- 
ance if they struck, and threatened, if they would 
not, to publish their names in the Volks Zeitung. 
8. Joseohs & Co. ordered the plaintiff off the 
premises. A police officer, finding plain- 
tiff on the sidewalk in front of defendants’ prem- 
ises, ordered him to move away and on his refus- 
ing to do so took bim to the station-house, where 
he was loeked up ever night, and the next day was 
brought before Police Justice Otterburg, who dis- 
charged him. Plaintiff testified that defendants 
directed the officer to arrest him. and the defend- 
ants denied that they gave directions, but simpy 
complained to the officer of what had occurred. 
On behalf of the defendants Judge Dittenhoefer 
argued that while the workmen had a perfect 
right to combine to seeure higher wages and to 
strike whenever they saw fit to doso, they had no 
rignt to coerce such as were satisfied with their 
wees to join them, and that plaintifY having ad- 
mitted that he entered the premises for the pur- 
pose of creating insubordination among the work- 
men of the defendants, they, though having no 
tight technically to arrest him, ought to be juati- 
fied in doing so. Mr. Henry Weble for the plaintiff 
argued that plaintiff had a right to go on the prem- 
ises, and as long as he used no force was guilty of 
no illegal act. After being charged by Judge Hall 
the jury found a verdict for the plaintiff. 
Weble & Jordan for plaintiff, A. J. Dittenhoefer 
and L Albert Englehart for the defendants.

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CARELESS CITY OFFICERS 
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THE CARROLL FRAUDS MADE KASY 
BY WANT OF OVERSIGHT. 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSIONERS OF 
ACCCUNTS—HOW THEY WERE NHAM- 

PEREYD BY OFFICIAL ACTS. 

The Commissioners of Accounts presented 
to Mayor Edson late on Monday night the report 
of their investigation of the Carroll coupon frauds 
in the Finance Department and the affairs of the 
Controller's office. The investigation covered 11 
years, from 1872 to 1882, inclusive. 

“At the outset of our examination,” the report 
gaye, “it was determined to withdraw from the 
Controiler’s offiee and placein our safe all of the 
vouchers and coupous involved in the investiga- 
tion. Considerable progress had been made to- 
ward that end, when a request came from the Dep- 
uty Controller forthe return of a large portion 
of the vouchers and coupons, which, it was stated, 
were then needed in that office.” These were re- 


turned. “ This fact. coupled with the difficulty of 
finding vouchers and other papers in the then dis- 
ordered condition of the record-roome—which 
havo since been put in good order—caused us 
much delay and embarrassment.” 

*Previaus to our uncertaking tho investigation 
asecrot oxamination of the coupons had been going 
on In the Controller's office for several montbs. 
Thia examination was, it appears, intrusted to the 

rincipal clerk, whose duties were. and have been 
or many years. connected with the payment of 
conpons-—we refer to the assistant stock and hond 
clerk—theroby affording the opportunity, if one 
wore ncedad, to cover up or destray any evidences, 
if there were any, that otherwise might remain 
showing ocorapiicity on the ; art of apy em- 
ploye of the Controller's office. Several of 
the entries in the biotter that was kept 
by the coupon clerk * * * were found 
to have been erased and altered. The book also 
showed entries other than those made by Coupon 
Clerk Carroll. Sueh value as the bcok might have 
had in its original condition for the purposes of 
teis @xamination was thus destroyed.” The 
report calls attention to the cancellation 
of the ecoupous found in Carroll's desk. 
These were then “mingled with othe: coupons 
and their identity thus efectnsliy destroyed.”’ 
The report says that 66 schedules belonging 
to the files of the Chamberlain's office were miss- 
ing. These were important as affording pames of 
saeeeus who presented duplicate coupons for pay- 
mest. 

Under the head of ‘‘ Results” the report states 
that uo over-issués of bonds have been discovered. 
No anerene payments of registered interest ap- 
pear to have been made. “ Fraudulent over- 
payments of coupon interest,’ the report con- 
tinues, “have been found, commencing in the 
year 1874, and ending In the year 1882. amounting 
to $164,699. lf we add $145,006 loss of interest, &e., 
by over remittances to London, we have a total 
loss to the City of $309,689. No improper pay- 
ments have been found of interest acerued during 
the prosent year, (1883.)"" The Commissioners ex- 
press the opinion that ‘'the frandulent payments 
were accomplished through the use of substituted 
coupons, in the manuer cescribed in the report 
of the Aldermapio committee.” ‘That substituted 
coupons were used,’ thea report continues, ‘is 
indicated by the faut that some of the sehedules 
of pald coupons contain the numbers and deser!p- 
tions of coupons which are attached to bonds that 
were conceled loug previous tu the date of such 
coupon payments. and from wbich bonds the 
coupons have uot been detached. If such coupons 
were used in effecting repeated paymenis, the 
honds to which they are atiacbed must also have 
accompanied them in thoir oircuit for payment. 
This we regard as being improbable." 

The Commissioners argue that genuine coupons 
and not counterfeita were used, from the fact that 
“the Controller's office ordered and received from 
the American Benk Note Company during 1871 and 
1872 over and above the amount accounted for by 
the Controller, 2,405 one-thousand-doilar bonds 
and 38,129 five-hundred-dollar bonds, to each of 
which bonds was attached a coupon-sheet contain- 
ing 60 coupons, some with numbers printed there- 
on and others without numbers. It is claimed on 
the part of the Deputy Controller that these sur- 
plus bonds and coupons were burned in the years 
1872-8, but the records and files of that 
office furnish no evidence of it, <A loose 
pencil memorandum bas been shown to 
us ®y the Deputy Controller as evidence of such 
destruction, but it contains no certificate or state- 
ment of the destruction, and no aftidayit, and it 
differs in cetail and in tne aggregate from the 
result obtained by a comparison ef the statement 
of the American Bank Note Company of bonds 
printed and delivered, with the aceounts of bonds 
sold, showing the numbers and kinds to be ae- 
counted for. Our reasons for belleving that such 
bonds and coupons were not destroyed are 
the following: rst, that paid coupons have 
been found which, when critically ex- 
amined by an expert from the American 
Bank Note Company, are pronounced genuine, but 
to differ in the shade of color with the bonds and 
coupon sheets from which they purport to have 
been detached, indicating that the paid coupons 
could not have been printed simultaneously with 
the bonds to which they purport to belong, and 
that such coupons pertained to the surplus lot de- 
livered to the Controlier’s office. Seeondly, that 
one eurplus coupon, do.bly punched as having 
been paid, but having no number thereon, is found 
among the paid coupons. The expert of the Amer- 
ican Bank Note Company pronounces this coupon 
genuine." 

The Commissioners say there are four ways by 
which the coupon frauds could have been perpe- 
trated. These are by the repeated audit and pny- 
meut of the same coupons; by the use of coupon 
sehedules without the presentation of any coupons; 
by the improper use of coupons cut from bonds 
returned to the department by their owners for 
conversion into registered stock, and by the use of 
substituted coupons. The firat plan implies the 
carelessness or eomplicity of the four clerks 
concerned in the audit and payment of 
coupons, which the Commissioners regard 
as improbable. If the second method 
was pursued, then the brokers who collected 
the money for the ceupons must also have been 
implicated. A sufficient answer to the third 
method is to say that no coupons are fouad to be 
deficient in the bonds that have been surrendered 
for registration, all being duly canceled. “By the 
fourth method,” the report says, ‘‘it was possible 
for Carroll and Johnson together, or perbaps for 
one of them, to accemplish the repeated payments, 
aud this, in our opinion, is the method that was 
adopted. If there was a sufficieney of surplus 
genuine coupons available, as we have already 
shown, there was no need to regort to counter 
feits.”’ 

Tho Commissioners find no repeated payments 
ef interest at the London agency, but they note 
similar differences of tint in the coupons paid 
there that occur in those paid by the Controller, 
which leads to the suspicion that some of the 
fraudulent coupons have been sold and used 
abroad. Remittances made from time to time te 
the London agency since 1572 of jundsto meet eou- 

ns presented thore for payment have veer 
argely in excess of the amount required 
for that purpose. The loss of nter- 
est, preminm on gold, exchange, commis- 
gione, &¢., to the City, by reason of sueh 
over-remiitances, is estimated at $145,000. The 
commission to the Londen agents and the cost of 
exchange, $480,542 87, involved in the remittances 
to Londen, and the cost of gold and brokers’ com- 
migsious on aceount of gold coupon payments at 
the Controller's :office, $186,742 64, have been 
charged to “interest on the City debt.” The Com- 
missioners find such charges on the part of the 
Finance Department, amounting in all to $680,- 
902 69, to be improper, forthe reason that such 
items are not embraced in the estimates of that 
department, and no specific appropriations have 
been made therefor. The Commissioners also take 
exception te the irregular method of paying com- 
missions, amounting to $75,000, out of the pre- 
mium on bonds sold. 

Prior to January, 1872, the report continues, ap- 
propriations for “interest on the City debt" were 
kept in detailon the Finance Department books; 
that is, aseparate secount was kept for the inter- 
est on each particular stovk. After that date the 
interest account was kept in an aggregated ac- 
count. ‘Separate appropriations,”’ the Com- 
missioners say, ‘“‘would bave involved the 
necessity of keeping separate accounts 
and separate accounts, if properly kept, would 
have disclosed the overpayment of the coupon in- 
terest. The system of paying coupons inaugurated 
éGuring the year 1575 remains in practice, excepting 
that the coupons are now sent to the Auditor, and 
by him eanceled and pasted in books prepared for 
the purpose. Thisis an improvement in one re- 
spect. The Auditor now audits the eoupons them- 
selves, and not simply the certifioate of the assist- 
ant stock and bond clerk, as heretofore. But even 
under this system it ie possible for frauds to ocour. 
The great question involved is atter all that of 
the honesty and capability of officials. The primi- 
tive method of treating coupons as ‘ warrants on 
the Treasury,’ and paring them without the inter- 
yention of a ‘youcher,’ is simple, direot, and con- 
yenient to the public. The chances for fraud are 
greatly lessened by this methed, for the reason 
that the Chamberlain would be directly respon- 

ible, and would be pretty certain to exerolse yigi- 
ance In order to protect himself and the sureties 
upon his official bond against loss,” 

The improper coupen payments, the Commis- 
sioners say, were, in their opinion, primarily due 
to a non-performanee of duty on the part of the 
assistant stock and bond dlerk, in that he failed to 
examine the schedules properly and to punch the 
coupons at the time he certified their correctness 
to the*Auditor, and alsoin that he failed to see 
that Carroll’s books were properly kept. Had 
Johnson performed his simple duty the duplicate 
coupons could not bave passed through bis 
hands without detection. The safety of the whole 
- age of the payment of coupons depenaed espe- 
cially upon the vigilance and fidelity of the 

assistant stock and bond clerk. ‘The Com- 
missioners point out that Carroll kept cer- 
tain side books containing the record of his 
official acts and doiags, and these books were im- 
portant to Johnson as affording infermation that 
was necessary to bim in the proper performance 
of his duties. Johnson should bave seen that Car- 
roll’s books were posted and otherwise properly 
kept. Had this been done the defalcations would 
have been prevented. 

“ It was or should have been made,” says the re- 
port, “the duty of the general book-keeper, Bar- 
nett, to exercise a supervision and watchfulnoss 
over all the subordinate book-keepers of the de- 
partment and ali its branches and bureaus. 

| This was vot done.” The Commissioners 
| also find that the Auditor should have andited, 
recorded and canceled the coupons, but his audit 
was merely of Jobuson’s certificate and not of the 
coupons. It wasa mere formality, and not a eub- 
stantial protection to the Treasury. The Commis- 
| asioners next discuss the duties of Deputy Con- 
trolier Storrs, and they declare that had these 
duties heen fally performed the City might bave 
been saved the plundering of its Treasury. The 
stock and bond olerk. Mr. Dikeman. does not. the 


report says, appearte have had any cvnnection 
th coupon payments. That Carro]! was impli- 
cated in the frauds the Commissioners have no 
doubt, but that “ Bennett” and Carroll were one 
and the same person they think may be doubted. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners recommend 
that an examination and cross-examination under 
oath should be had of all the parties who were 
concerned inthese coupon payments, as the Com- 
missioners have no power to administer an oath or 
to undertake an examination. This can, they say, 
only be done through the machinery of the eourts. 
"The fesulta of this investigation,” they add, 

are such as to leave no doubt that a radical 
change in the organization and methods of the de- 
partment is necessary to the proper administra- 
tion of its affairs.” Accompanying the report are 
a large number of tabulated statements of the ac- 
counts in the Finance Department, 

Controller Grant said yesterday, with regard to 
the report of the Commissioners of Accounts, that 
he had no doubt there was a certain amount of 
laxity in the Finance Department, and there were 
many things which ought not to be as they were. 
He had not, however, felt at liberty to make any 
changes until the Commissioners had made their 
report. He thought he would soon make some 
changes. Some of the employes were guilty of 
oficial carelessness, if they did not do 
wrong intentionally. Mr. Grant sald he did not 
agree with all the Commissioners of Accounts had 
tosay. It might he that more money was sent to 
the London agency than was actually necessary, 
but enough had to be kept on hand there to pay 
all the coupons which might be presented. The 
Sands commission matter was an old one. The 
Coutroller did not knew al! the particulars, but he 
thought the whole thing was wrong and he in- 
tended to investigate it. He preferred the 
direct meth of paying coupons, but he 
had been told by the Corporation Connsel that 
the law did not now allow such a method. The 
law onght to be changed, he thought. Mr. Grant 
did not think that substituted coupons were used. 
That was not necessary, as nobody seamed to have 
watched Carroll. The pencil memorandum of 
bouds destroyed was, he believed, good, and should 
be so considered until it was impeached. Mayor 
Edson said ho wished to study the report carefu!- 
ly before talking about it. Deputy Contrallor 
Storrs and Mr. Johngon said they preferred not to 
say anything about the attacks made upon them. 

The work of investigating the department was 
condacted by Commissioner Hill and six elerks, 
and allthe deductions were drawn by Mr. Hill. 
The report was written by Commissioner Shearman 
from the data given him by his colleague.

EVIDENCE AGAINST MR. M EKEON. 


WIS LATE PRIVATE SKCRETARY TESTIFYING 
AGAINBT HIM, 

In the suit to recover $100,000 damages for 
alleged illegal imprisonment in the work-house on 
Hart’s Island brought by Lewis Warrington Sloat, 
a son of the iate Commodore Sloat, against bis 
brother-in-law, District Attorney John McKeon, 
James 8. Roberts, Thomas 8. Brennan, Commis- 
sioner of Charities and Correction, and Lawrence 
Dunphy. Warden of the work-house where Sloat 
was confined from July 16, 1879, until last Jane, 
Mr. Roberts has put in an answer admitting all the 
allegations of the complaiat, and seeking to avoid 
responsibility by asserting that he aeted under the 


orders of his superior, John McKeon. Mr. Roberts 
Tesigned his position as private secretary of the 
Distriet Attorney last June hecause his cousin, 
Tiandall Roberts, had been dismissed from a clork- 
ship by Mr, McKeon, and as he intends to go ta 
the West Indies seon, John D, Townsend, at- 
torney for Sloat, procured en order for 
his examination, which was begun in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, before Judge Barrett, 
Messrs. Aaron J. Vanderpoel and Assistant District 
Attorney John Vincent appearing for Mr. McKeon, 
Roberts testified that in July, 1870. just after Sloat 
had been loeked up for his intoxication. Mr. Be- 
Keon told him that he was his brother-in-law and 
was disgracing him. By Mr. McKeon’s orders he 
met Sloat atthe St. Omer Hotel and told him that 
he would try and get him a clerkship In one of the 
Island institutions. Sioat was unwilling to go to 
the Island, but by treating him liberally to whisky 
he managed to induce him to zo to the office of the 
Commissioner of Charities aud Correction. Here 
Commissioner Brennan was found. He gave Rob- 
erts two ticketsto the Island, examined a speci- 
men of Sloat’s handwriting, and commended it 
warmly. Thetwo men then went tothe boat at 
the foot of Kast Twenty-sixth-street, when Sloat 
again expressed an unwillinyuess to ge to the Isl- 
and. Be was plied with liquor egein, and when he 
reached the work-house he was so drunk that be 
had to be supported. Roberts left bim on the Isl- 
and with Warden Duuphy, and returned and re- 
ported to Mr. McKeon, who commended him for 
what he had done. Mr, McKeon said that it was 
better to have Sloat in the work-house than in the 
City, and that he should be removed from the Ex- 
ecutorship of his tather’s will. A number of Sloat’s 
letters insisting on being liberated were introduced 
and marked as exhibits. The examiuation of Rob- 
erts will bo continued to-day.

MR. RANDALL’S IDEAS. 


If the Ohio canvass has conferred no 
other benefit upon the long-suffering country 
in whose ears the din of the conflict has 
been ringing all Summer, it has at least 
brought out a statement from Mr. Samor. 
J. RANDALL of his views on the revenue. 
Mr. Ranpaut is the Sun’s candidate for 
Speaker of the House of Representatives 
and its second choice for the Democratic 
nomination for the Presidency—which is 
no small compliment when we remember 
who is the Swn’s first choice for that 
honor. If Mr. Ranpaut should be chosen: 
Speaker he would have more to do with 
legislation and more control over it than the 
entire Democratic majority in the House, for 
he would name the committees, and the com- 
mittees do as they choose unless a two- 
thirds vote restrains or directs their action. 
It will not be forgotten that Gen. Krrrer, 
the Speaker of the last House, practically 
defeated all serious tariff legislation by the 
shamefully partial and substantially corrupt 
manner in which he made up his commit- 
tees. Mr. Ranpaut could and would do as 
much. It is something, therefore, to have a 
fresh statement of his views, in the very 
heat of the canvass for the Speakership, and 
obviously made with much more intention 
of influencing that canvass than of getting 
or saving votes in Ohio. 

Mr. RanpDAuu’s policy is a very simple 
one. He isin favor of the total and imme- 
diate abolition of all internal revenue taxes. 
That is not merely a way of saying that he 
is opposed to any reduction of the revenues 
from imported raw materials, machinery, 
clothing, and food, though, of course, , 
it includes that.. It is a declaration 
of a preference -_for free drinki and 
tobacco over every other form of remission. 
of taxation. This is not a new idea with 
Mr. RANDALL by any means. . Long ago, in 
the campaign of 1881, he came over to New-: 
York, to a Tammany meeting, and explained 
this doctrine to the appreciative braves. It 
is interesting to know that now, after two 
years of discussion, after the, public mind 
has been very much awakened on the sub-; 
ject, and after the great volume of, testi- 
mony before the Tariff Commission show-' 
ing the burdens which the tariff lays.on the 
manufacturing interests of the country, he 
clings: to the narrow policy which even the, 
Pennsylvania Republican protectionists. have 
abandoned. - Obviously, he .belongs to the 
class who, cogvinced against their will, are 
of the same opinion still. 

Mr. Ranvatu’s chief excuse for the aboll- 
tion of the internal revenue system—for he 
can hardly expect any one to regard it as, 
an argument—is that there was no s such 
thing in the time of Jerrerson. This is 
not absolutely correct as a historical state- 
ment, but if it were there is something ex- 
quisitely absurd in the notion that the reve-, 
nue system of JEFFERSON’s day is neces- 
sarily a model for that of to-day; that 
fifty millions of , people with a debt of 
two billicns can provide for its expendi- 
tures by the same meansas their great-grand- 
fathers did, who numbered but six millions 
and had « debt. of some ‘twenty, mil- 
lions; that a Nation absolutely unrivaled 
in its’ productive capacity, and / seeking, 
markets for an annual product as great as 
the national wealth of JzrrERson’stimes,can 
be content with the same ideas of its rela- 
tions to the world that then prevailed. If we 
were six weeks from the shores of England 
and the Continent of Europe; if we were com- 
pelled to reach the town where Mr. RanDAuu 
spoke by a journey which at present would 
carry us across the continent. and back; if. 
our exports were confined to New-England 
rum and our manufactures to hand-made 
goods; if there were.no:railways or steam- 
ers, no telegraph,” and: no‘steam ‘engine; 
if the cotton-gin' had* never” been 
invented and Bessemer steel were unknown; 
if the South were still given over. to the 
blight of slavery and the West were an un- 
broken wilderness, we might undertake to 
model our finances on those of’ JEFFERSON’S 
day. But we cannot conveniently go back 
three-quarters of a-century, and if Mr. Ran- 
DALL insists.on sticking to-the theories and 
the knowledge of those times, he will find 

before long that he is that much behind the 


age.

THE COUPON FRAUDS 

: Thereport of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts on the results, of their investigation 
into the frauds in the’ Controller’s office 
shows up, as clearly’ perhaps as it could be 
done with the means‘at their command, the 
methods by which the frauds were com- 
mitted. But the Commissioners had 
no adequate power for the examina- 
tion of witnesses, and they fail 
to fix. the responsibility with any 
degree of ; definiteness. Their disclosures, 
however, make it entirely plain that . the 
loose methods of the office and the general 
carelessness of those employed there fur- 
nished the opportunity of which CARROLL 
and his accomplices, if he had any, availed 
themselves. ‘They also show that the inves- 
tigation of the facts was embarrassed instead 
of being aided by the action of the officials 
of the Finance Department, and this gives 
ground for the suspicion that they had rea- 
sons for not desiring a clear revelation to the 
public of all the facts in the case.

The methods of the office were 
defective, but such as they ° were they 
were adminstered in a‘ most slovenly and 
heedless manner. The Deputy Controller 
seems to have been especially to blame for 
his lack of care and vigilance, and his alleged 
action in’ embarrassing the investigation 
certainly stands in neediof explanation. 
The Commissioners ‘point out ,several re- 
spects in which the methods of the Control- 
ler’s office in recording payments of interest 
were amazingly lax. . The failure to keep 
separate accounts of : different classes of in- 
terest and of payments here and in London, 
and the practice of.sending abroad an ex- 
cessive amount of funds at great cost to the 
City, as well as the charging to interest on 
the City debt many items which did not be- 
long to the interest account at all, show an 
utter lack of system and of careful regard 
for public economy. 

Whether the over-payments of interest 
were effected by means of the repeated use 
of the same coupons or. by the use of dupli- 
cates from old and unissued bonds in the 
process of auditing is a matter of compara- 
tively little importance, except as it throws 
light upon the question of complicity. We 
know that {the frauds.were committed, 
and we know, at 
mately, , their, amount. We « have, con- 
clusive « evidence . of : CARROLL’s guilt, 
but we are not yet definitely informed as to 
the complicity of others. The investigation 
of the Commissioners of , Accounts serves to 
show the need of a complete judicial inquiry.

RAILWAY TIME BELTS. 
A new system of standard time which has 


‘| been devised; for the use of the, railways of 


the country is to be considered by the Rail- 
way Time Convention ‘at the meeting in 
Chicago this week, and those who have been 
engaged in‘ perfecting it believe that it will 
be adopted.* It is proposed that the railways 
of the United States shall hereafter use only 
four standards, instead of the fifty-three now 
in use. There is a great deal to be said in 
favor of the new plan, and very little that 
can be said against it. The development of 
our railroad lincs has revealed more clear- 
ly, from year to year, the clumsiness and 
absurdity of the present system, or lack of 
system, and a change in the direction of 
simplicity is demanded’ for the convenience 
of the public as well as‘for the benefit of the 


-railways. 


Even those’ travelers who. do not. make 
long | journeys are vexed by the shifting 
standards now in use.* The difference in 
time between ; Boston . and; Washington is 


_only 24. minutes, and five standards-are used 


by the trains that carry passengers from one 
of -these cities to the other. :‘ After leaving 
Boston the traveler is governed.for two or 
three hours! by Boston} time; ‘then,’ if he 
chooses the shore route, he passes through a 
region where time is fixed: by the clocks of 


Providence, and as.he proceeds he finds the 


standard changing, first to New-York time, 
then to Philadelphia time, and finally to the 
time of Washington. . These are the vary- 
ing standards.that one encounters in a short 
journey along the north-eastern: coast. 

In a county so large as ours, with a differ- 
ence of local.solar time amounting to more 
than’three hours between New-York and 
San Francisco, the adoption of a single 
standard would be‘impracticable. It is pro-’ 
vided in the plan now proposed that’ there 
shall be four standards between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. The country isto be-divid- 
ed into four time belts, and in each belt only 
one standard isto be used. The standard 
for the eastern belt or section is to be the 
time of the seventy-fifth meridian of longi- 
tude, whichis four minutes slower than 
New-York .time. Trains on. all roads 
in New-England, the Middle: States, 
and the ‘Atlantic coast as far south as 
Charleston are to be run on this time. The 
second belt includes the Mississippi Valley, 
and its standard is to be the time of the nine- 
tieth meridian. . The seventy-fifth meridian 
lies a few miles east’ of Philadelphia, and 
the ninetieth a few miles-east of St. Louis. 
The central ‘standard will be° one. hour 
slower than the eastern. The third belt 
will be governed by the one hundred and 
fifth meridian, which passes through Den- 
ver, Col, and its standard will be one 
hour slower than the central. Time 
will be fixed for the fourth belt 
by the one hundred and twentieth 
meridian, which cuts the Union Pacific 
Road in California, east of Sacramento city, 
and the standard will be one hour slower 
than that of the Rocky Mountains and the 
plains on each side of the continental di- 
vide, The boundary lines of the belts will 
not berizidly traced, but will lie about mid-

‘way between one time meridian and the 
next in order., If this system shall be 
adopted the traveler going westward across 
the continent will be forced to set his watch 
anew only three times, putting the hands 
back just one hour as he enters each of the 
three belts that lie west of the eastern belt, 
and the eastern standard will be just five 
hours slower than the English standard, 
which is that of Greenwich. 

The officers of 78,000 miles of railway 
have consented to enter into an agreement 
to adopt this plan, and all the railways be- 
tween Boston and Montreal have already 
abandoned Boston time and are using the 
proposed standard of the seventy-fifth meri- 
dian, which is 16 minutes slower. If the 
new plan shall be accepted by the railways 
of the entire country, it will probably be 
adopted by the people. The more one ex- 
amines it the more he is impressed by its 
simplicity and excellence and by the ease 
with which it can be adjusted to the estab- 
lished divisions of time, to the railways, and 
to the territorial and other peculiarities of 
the great area over which the railways ex- 
tend. 


LET THEM sHOW THEIR HANDS. 


President Krnestry, of the bridge 
Trustees, seemed to be very touchy the 
other day when Trustee Busn declared 
that there was some power behind 
the throne which delayed the suit 
to compel the removal of the elevated 
railroad station which chokes the New- York 
entrance to the bridge. ‘‘ What does the 
gentleman mean by ‘some power behind the 
throne?’”’ inquired President Krnesuey, 
and Mr. Bus, who had not the courage of 
his suspicions, replied that he did not intend 
to reflect on any member of the Board, ‘‘as 
they were all in the same pot and had 
shown great negligence in enforcing their 
rights.” 

This is quite true. The bridge Trustees 
are all in the same pot, and it is a 
very black pot. The public have never 
been able to see what was going on 
inside it. The report’ made by Engi- 
neer MARTIN at the meeting on Monday 
merely shows that some $75,000 of income 
has been wasted while he and the other 
bunglers in charge ofthe bridge have 
been making experiments in providing 
facilities for transportation.. But this is 
a bagatelle. What the people of Brooklyn 
want to know. is when the bridge is really 
to be thrown open to the public. , There 
was a so-called opening on the 24th of May, 
and an array, of broken promises leads up 
from that date to this.- All that has been 
so far done to provide transportation other- 
wise than on foot across the bridge is boys’ 
play. When will the Trustees begin to run 
the cars in earnest, and how? 

A pretense is made of running cars across 
the bridge in six minutes. The actual time‘ 
is about eight minutes. The .‘‘ headway”. 
is five minutes, except during the busy hours 
morning and evening, when it is three 
minutes, and no cars are run after mid- 
night. This is too slow, not often enough, 
and not late enough. One-half. the people 
who would like to use the bridge still stick 
to the ferries. The cause of this misman- 
agement, public annoyance, and loss of rev- 
enue is apparently some game which the 
Trustees are playing. .. What is this game? 

Every one who, from the deck of a ferry- 
boat, has watched one of the cars creeping. 
across the bridge must have been struck by 
two things—the absurdly low rate of speed 
and the insignificance of the mass of the car 
in comparison with the mass of the bridge. 
And any one who, while walking across the 
bridge, has observed the absence of jar and 
strain when a car was passing must have 
reflected that all the talk of the engineers 
and Trustees about the danger of running 
cars at a higher rate of speed was gam- 
mon. <A ten-ton car running at the 
rate of ten miles an hour produces about as 
much effect on the structure as the walking 
of a fly upon one of the massive cables, 
Everybody remembers that 3,000 tons of 
steel were put into the bridge, in addition to 
the original estimate,;,in order to allow 
the use of ponderous Pullman cars. 
In view of all these facts it is nonsense, 
and very thin nonsense, to talk about ten-ton 
cars being too heavy and ten miles an hour 
being too fast. Itis to be noted, moreover, 
that but ten cars out of the twenty-four or- 
dered, built, and delivered are now used, and 
that the construction of the storage and 
switching yard at Sands-street is proceed- 
ing at a snail’s pace. 

There is some explanation for all this 
monkeying with the bridge. What is your 
little game, Mr. Kinesiey and gentlemen 
of the Trustees? Take the public into your 
confidence. It is not your bridge. 


WHAT 18 “ JUSTICE TO IRELAND’? 


Cardinal McCasne has deserved well of his 
country, as he has often done before, by the 
pastoral letter which he has just issued m 
regard to education in Ireland. He admits 
that ‘“‘owing to the justice and good sense 
of modern statesmen’’ many of the griev- 
ances of Ireland in regard to education have 
been redressed, and then goes on to point 
out that inequalities yet remain. An Irish- 
man who is animated by this spirit is sure 
of being listened to in England. In fact, it 
may be said that what English statesmen are 
especially anxious for is a definite statement 
of Irish grievances, together with an authen- 
tic assurance that the redress of those griev- 
ances will put an end to Irish agitation. 

It seems difficult to secure the first of 
these requirements and impossible to secure 
the second. There are very few English- 
men who are actuated by any feeling of hos- 
tility to Ireland, excepting the natural 
resentment which is produced by Irish 
crimes of particular atrocity perpetrated 
upon’ Englishmen. There are very few 
Englishmen who would not feel greatly re- 
lieved by an acknowledgment of the inde- 
pendence of | Ireland, if Ireland could only 
be moved a thousand miles away, so that 
the independence of Ireland would not be 
a constant menace to England. In the 
meantime every reasonable Irishman must 
acknowledge, as Cardinal McOase ac- 
knowledges, that Englishmen of this genera- 
tion have shown a disposition to do whatever 
they can do to undo the wrongs of past 
generations and to satisfy the reasonable de- 
mands of Irishmen. In the case of the 
Land act they have gone so far as to re- 
verse the whole theory,of English juris- 
prudence and to interfere with that freedom 
of contract upon which the whole fabric of

modern society rests in order to placate 
Irishmen who are not yet placated. 

An Irish statesman who, like Cardinal 
MeCase, recognized the willingness of 
England to do justice to Ireland would be 
sure of a respectful hearing if he should sub- 
mit a statement of the things which are yet 
needed to be done in order to give Irishmen 
as little cause of complaint against England 
as Scotchmen now have. But if there are 
any Irish statesmen, Irish constituencies do 
not send them to the House of Commons. 
For although the Home Rulers of that body 
are fully competent to obstruction, they are 
apparently incompetent to construction. 
After they have fully eased their minds with 
regard to the historical iniquities of Eng- 
land, it is urgently desirable that they 
should come down to the present time, and 
prepare a programme of legislation for Ire- 


land.

WHY I8 IT? 


On Monday last a battle was fought on 
Staten Island between two pugilists which 
seems to have been rather more brutal and 
disgusting than any other recent prize-fight. 
Of course, there were no policemen present 
to interfere with the sport, and after the bat- 
tle was over the crowd which witnessed it 
dispersed without molestation. Warrants 
have since been issued for the arrest of the 
two pugilists, but even if they are arrested, 
which is extremely improbable, their pun- 
ishment would have little effect im putting a 
stop to prize-fighting. 

As Tue Trves has repeatedly pointed out, 
the way to break up prize-fighting is to ar- 
rest and severely punish the men who 
bring about the matches and who furnish 
the money to be fought for. Two pugilists 
never, of their own accord, meet to fight 
under the “rules of the ring.” ‘They fight 
as &@ money-making business, and the money 
is always furnished by their backers, by 
whom, also, all the arrangements for the 
fight are made. One of the most prominent 
of the aiders and abettors of prize-fighting 
was present at the Staten Island fight, where 
he acted as time-keeper. This person, 
one W. E. Harprne, has of late been widely 
advertised, in connection with prize-fights, as 
“the representative of Mr. R. K. Fox,” the 
latter being well known as the chief sup- 
porter of the ring in this country. The ar- 
rest of Harprne and his imprisonment in the 
penitentiary would do more to put a stop to 
prize-fighting than would the arrest of a doz- 
en of the ignorant brutes whom he incites 
to maul one another. We shall see whether 
the immunity which ‘“‘ Mr. R. K. Fox” 
enjoys extends also’ to ‘‘his represent- 
ative.” If Harprne is not arrested, the 
conclusion that, like Fox and Hr, he isa 
person whom the authorities do not dare to 
touch will be inevitable. The police should 


understand that the public is determined to 
know why it is that the publisher of a 
disreputable paper and the keeper of a 
low dance-house should be able to violate 
the law habitually, publicly, and without’ 
the slightest danger of punishment. 


A person who “surprises by himself” the 
mental qualities of a Prohibitionist and a Green- 
backer would be apt, one would say, to disturb the 
repose of any organization with which he might be 
connected. Mr. McCarron, of Maquoketa, Iowa, 
has vindicated his political eccentricities at the ex- 
pense of the peace of his church by public resent- 
ment of the prospect of being asked to vote the 
Republican ticket in the interest of prohi- 
bition. It was wrong in Mr. McCarrow 
to denounce the Republiean Deacons, upon 
whom the full 
backism had not yet dawned, as “unworthy 
of the name of Christians,” but those pillars of the 
church did not vindicate their fitness for the title 
whioh Mr. McCarron denied them by “ attempting 
tp drag him out.” Upon the whole the Maquoketa 
incident is of value as showing that the basest pas- 
sions of our nature may be stirred up by eold water, 
and that, under the benign influences of the Green- 
back and Prohibition issues, the record of a union 
meeting for religious purposes may read very 
much ‘tke that of an assembly of heelers and 
Aldermen met to consider the propriety of running 
the Tammany ticket out of the Republiean boxes.

If the “‘mysterious disappearance” from his

THE LEGAL-TENDER CASE. 

Wasuineton, Oct. ¥.—In the Supreme

A YACHT RACE, BUT NO WINNER. 


—_——_->-———_ 
NOT WIND ENOUGH FOR THE GRACIE AND 
FANNY YESTERDAY, 

The crack sloop yachts Gracie and Fanny 
met yesterday and sailed over a course of 20 miles 
to windward and return outside of Sandy Hook, 
but both boats failed to make the distance in the 
required eight hours, and the result was ‘‘no 
race.” The tug Luckenbach, bearing the referee 
and the judges, towed the two boats and the stake- 
boat down from Staten Island early in the morn- 
ine. A large party of yachting men was on board 
the tug, which was provided by the eourtesy 
of Mr. A. Wright Sandford, who also supplied 
@ generous luncheon. Among those on board 
were Commodore J, D. Smith, of the New-York 
Yacht Club; ex-Commodore MeVicker, W. R. 
Travers, W. P. Douglas, D. T. Worden, F. W. J. 
Hurst, Frederick May, W. L. Brooks, Commodore 


Jeffries, of the Beverley Yacht Club; Henry Earle, 
William Jaffray, J. R. Warren, William Parker, 
Thomas Warren, Capt. Alexander S. Williams. C. 
A, Childs, J. M. Glidden, of Boston; Robert 8S. 
Stobo, Jules A. Montaut, John R. Treadwell, 
James Barten, and John Oddie. ‘The Mischief, 
Montauk, Arrow, Corsair, Mystery, Aida, Rover, 
Utowana, Lotus, and Sentinel were also out with 
parties to view the race, but all save the Montauk 
and Mystery returned early in the day.

The Fanny immediately let go her balloon 
jib topsail and stood toward the line with that 
sail, her main, club topsail, and jib. ‘The Gracie 
was close behind her, and in reunding up to the 
line gained slightly, crossing at 10:46:08, the Fanny 
following two seconds iater, A prettier start ceuld 
not have been made. The course was laid east,a half 
— with the wind about east south-east, and very 
ight.

Off the middle of Sandy 
Hook the Gracie had the weather gage of the 
oe | end was half a mile ahead. Off 
the Highlands at 11:50 she appeared to be 
about a mile ahead. At 12:35, when the 
Gracie was off Seabright, she oe down her helm 
and made a short stretch on the port tack. The 
Fanny held on the starboard tack, evidently think- 
ing that the wind would come out of the south. 
The Gracie soon went about again, and both stooa 
away to the southward on the port tack. The tug 
ran out to a point about three miles sonth ofthe 
Long Beach Hotei, and there threw overthe buoy 
for the boatsto round. At 2:20 the Gracie went 
about on the starboard tack, and the Fanny soon 
followed her. The breeze was better at this time 
than at any other time during the day. At 3:20 

th were seento be farup to windward of the 
tug. At4:37 they eased off their sheets and ran 
down toward the tug with a three-quarter wind. 
On this stretch the Fanny crossed under the Gra 
cie’s stern, took the weather gage and passed her. 
Tho wind was then very light. The Fanny rounded 
the buoy first, at 5:02:22; the Gracie at 5:07:31.

FELL FROM THE ELEVATED ROAD. 


—_—_.>—_—— 
A MYSTERIOUS ACCIDENT WHICH NO ONE 
SEEMS ABLE TO EXPLAIN. 

A shriek startled those persons passing the 
corner of Fulton and Pearl streets at 7:30 o'clock 
last evening, and two women selling papers 
there saw the body of a man falling from 
the bridge that runs out from the second 
story of the United States Hotel and connects it 
with the Third-avyenue elevated road station. 


The body struck the cobblestones in the middle of 
the street, directly under the piatform of the sta- 
tion, falling headforemost, and when Officer Mur- 
phy, who was the first person on the scene, 
reached the spot where it lay the man was 
found to be insensible. Blood poured 
from a deep gash in the top of his 
head and another just over the right ear. A 
crowd immediately gathered, and it was with 
great difficulty that the offieer could force his way 
through it, carrying the limp form of the unfor- 
tunate man in his arms. The officer took the 
injured man to a drug store in Ful- 
ton-street and sent for an ambulance, 
The ambulance surgeon dressed the wound 
and then took the man to the Chambers-street 
hospital, where he revived sufficiently to say that 
his name was Thomas Winn, 17 years old, of No. 
207 East Ninety-seventh-street. He could give no 
explanation as to how he came to fall off the 
— and soon relapsed into » semi-conscious 
state. 

At the station at which the accident occurred no 
in formation could be obtained. No one could be 
found who had seen the man fall, although at the 
time the accident occurred there were a great 
maany people leaving the station on their way to 
Brooklyn. .The gateman at the entrance asserted, 
after having seen the young man after he had 
fallen off, that he had sold nim no ticket 
to get on the train, and the trainman on the plat- 
form was equally positive that the man had not 
gotten off ofatrain. How he got on the bridge 
or how he came to fall off is a mystery, and proba- 
bly will remain one, 2s, at last accounts, the man 
was likely to die. The theory of the employes of 
the railroad at the station is that the man 
in hurrying down the stairs le:ning, over 
the railing, struck his head violently against the 
iron pillar at the bottom of the stairs leading to 
the bridge, aad losing his balance, fell over. Winn’s 
fatber said at the hospital last night that his son 
was a hostier in the Second-Avenue Railroad sta- 
bles, and had left his home at about 6 o’ciock in 
the evening, not stating where he was going.

EMPLOYMENT FOR THE INSANE, ‘ 


DR. ALICE B. CAMPBELL’S SUGGESTIONS ON 
THE VALUE OF SOME KIND OF WORK. 

The sixth meeting of the Society for Pro- 
moting the Welfare of the Insane was held last 
evening in the pariorsof Mrs. J. G. Brinkman, M. 
D., at No. 219 West Twenty-third-street, Mrs. 
Amelia Wright, M. D., the President, in the chair. 
Among those present were Mrs, Eugenia Berry, 
Dr. J. G. Brinkman, Dr. P. J. B. Wait, Dr. Alice B. 
Campbell, and E. A. Bundy, of Chenango County. 
Dr. Campbell read an interesting paper en- 
titled “Suggestions Regarding the Better 
Treatment of the Insane.” ‘No one could 
visit an insane asylum,” she said, ‘* without 


being painfully impressed with the air of listless 
idleness which pervades the wards. Stout, mue- 
cular men and strong, naturally active women sit 
around in a somi-paralyzed state or expend their 
pent-up energies in involuntary gesticulations in 
the air. The great majority of these people have 
been accustomed to hard labor, and many of them 
to the stimulus of rewards for their labor, which of 
itself has been the great incentive to steady devo- 
tion to duty. It is fer this class that better treat- 
ment should be afforded by indulging them insome 
occupation that will tend to remove their minds 
from the contemplation of the particular de- 
lusion which has led to their incarceration. 
Careful observation substantiates the opinion 
that the most powerful factor in the therapeutics 
of insanity is occupation of the mind with other 
subjects and as complete an absence as possible of 
all conditions liable to suggest the morbid train 
of thought. A resort to diverting amusements, 
while useful in itself. should not be the only means 
of accomplishing this. A eomplete rest is needed 
of that area of brain or nerve tissue now the 
centre of morbid action and comparative activity 
of the healthy portion of the brain. Amusements 
will divert, but they will not give strength and in- 
creased energy to the brain. For this latter result 
there must be that toning and energizing power 
that comes from fixed occupation. There is im- 
mense advantage to the insane in regular habits of 
living and working. 

** Perhaps the most striking testimony as to the 
importance of labor.” continued the doctor, * was 
recently given by Dr. Bower, who has charge of 
an English private asylum. He goes so far as to 
believe that employment should be made compal- 
sory in private institutions on account of its cura- 
tive value. The principles which he laid down in 
adopting this plan were never to give a weak body 
too much physical labor to do; to remove as far as 
possible from the imputation ot being menial the 
employment for patients of the upper class; a va- 
riety in the employment provided so as to guard 
against wearisomeness; an abundance of recrea- 
tion and amusement, good nourishing food, week- 
ly or bi-weekly holiday in which association of the 
sexes should be permitted. The Commissiouer of 
Lunacy of this State has said that the chief ob- 
jection to labor which he has found among 
patients is an unwillingness “to work for the 
State,” as they express it, without compensa- 
tion. This is a point to which he will give 
fome discussion in his forthcoming report. 
He suggests that some system of wages be 
devised by which those will be benefited who are 
really able to earn more than the cost of their 
maintenance. He believes that itis far from be- 
ing proved tbat skillea Jabor might not be much 
more generally employed than at present, and in 
corroboration of his views points out the fact that 
the printing of the Department of Charities in this 
City is done by the insane, and that their work 
will compare favorably with that of any first- 
class printing-house in the City. ‘“‘ The scheme 
which these suggestions embody,’’ said Dr. Camp- 
bell in conclusion, “is this: Let the Superintendent 
of the asylum be authorized to establish with the 
insane a system of debit and credit,as with any 
employe, ecbharging him with his board and eloth- 
ing and crediting him with his work. The State 
would lose nothing by such a scheme, for the prod- 
ucts of the labor of the inmates wonld return to 
the asylum in the form of maintenancein the same 
aeaeny as the products of the labor of any em- 
ploye.” 
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REST FUR AGED MINISTERS. 


ALEXANDER BRUEN’S GIFT TO THE 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

About 100 persons, half of whom were Pres- 
byterian ministers from New-York, Pennsylvania, 
and New-Jersey, assembled yesterday at the old 
Bruen homestead, in Perth Amboy, to attend the 
dedicatory exercises ef that place, which has been 
presented by Dr. Alexander Bruen, of this City, to 
be used as a home for aged and needy ministers of 


the Presbyterian Church, or for their widows or 
orphans. Addresses were made by the Rev. Drs. 
Howard Crosby and S. Irenzus Prime, of New- 
York; Harper, Dickey, and Herry, of Philadelohia: 
Stephenson, of Perth Amboy, and J. De Hart 
Bruen, of Clayton., The nameof “The Presby- 
terian Ministers’ House” was chosen for the insti- 
tution, Dr. Bruen objecting to the connection of 
his name with it. Resolutions of appreciation and 
thanks were tendered the giver, and, after engag- 
ing in prayer and song, the body adjourned to the 
large dining-hall, where a lunch was had. The 
visitors were shown through the building, and 
spent a portion of the day in viewing its antique 
surroundings. 

The situation is a most picturesque one, being 
between the bend of the Raritan River on one side 
and Staten Island Sound on the other, and facing 
the bay formed by these two bodies of water, in 
full view of the ocean. From the old-fashioned 
tower a view of miles on every side is presented. 
The building is one of note, and asingle glance 
gives evidence of its antiquity, It was builtin 
1761 by the English Government for the last Colon- 
ial Governor of New-Jersey, William Franklin, and 
its heavy masonry is of Ebpzlish stone. Its 
walls are ot extraordinary thickness, with a 
base of three feet, and, being free from gables and 
nooks, it bas been enabled to passa life of nearly 
a century and a half with scarcely a vestige of de- 
cay. In its cellars are the vaults which, for a num- 
ber of years, contained the colonial treasure of 
New-Jersey, and rising like a parapet from its 
roof is the tower from which the landing of the 
British Army on the New-Jersey coast was seen at 
the beginning of the Revolution. The building is 
almost hid in the heavy growth of lofty 
oaks, and has ali the natural § advan- 
tages which will make it a pleasant bome 
for those who have worn themselves out in a life 
serviee forthe Chureh. Dr. Bruen for some time 
had planned the gift for some eharitable purpose, 
anc having had this need called to his attention 
offered it, in fee simple, to the Church, with the 
only condition that it was to be used for this alone 
for 50 years, after which time it may be put to any

Funda have been raised to furnish and renovate 
the building, and now, of the 80 rooms, 20 are 
thoroughly furnishea, and an excellent lady has 
been chosen as matron. Seven aged ministers, 
three having their wives with them, are aow occu- 
pying it, and applications have been received and 
approved by the Board of Relief for several more. 
There is also here an old and feeble woman, long 
since past three score and ten years. She was the 
mother of an only son, who has recently died in the 
service of the church and on whem she was solely

The Martin Luther Society, of New-York, 
met last evening at Mott Memorial Hall to make 
final arrangements for the celebration of the four 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of Martin 
Luther, on the 10th prox. The Executive Com- 


mittee reported that William Steinway had offered 
them the use of Steinway Hall free for the 
services on that day. The programme is to consist 
of selections from Luther’s hymns in both English 
and German, with accompaniments bya full brass 
band, and an oration by the Rev. Joseph A. Seiss, 
D. D., of Philadelphia. A.J. D. Wedemeyer, Cor- 
responding Secretary of the society, stated that he 
hed recently returned from Germany, whither he 
had gone to see about the statue of Luther. 
whieh was being made by the sculptor 
Rietehel for erection at Washington. He found 
that the statue would not be completed in time for 
the celebration, as anticipated, but would probably 
be ready for shipment by February or March.

BAR ASSOCIATION TALE. 


A REPORT AGAINST W. H. GALE’S READ- 
MISSION TO THE BAR. 

At the meeting of the Bar Association last 

evening, President Francis N. Bangs presented let- 

ters in which Lord Coleridge and Sir James Han- 


nen thanked the association for the invitations it 


recently sent them to meet its members, but said 
that they eouid not be in New-York on Oct. 16, the 
date fixed for the reception. No action was taken 
by the association res ug a change of time. 
Chairman E. B. Hinsdale oe for the Com- 
mittee on Grievances, that the association, in its 
capacity of referee in the case of William H. Gale, 
should report to the Supreme Court, General Term, 
against the readmission of Gale tothe Bar. The 
committee was of the opinion that Gale’s conduct 
in entrapping a woman into such a position that 
she appeared to have been guilty of marital infi- 
delity, so that a decree of divorce was obtained 
against her, was inexcusable, and rendered him 
unfit ever again to practice the profession of 
law. The report was adopted. The same 
committee called attention to the fact that the 
association is publicly denounced and ridiculed for 
not prosecuting lawyers accused of misconduct, 
and {t suggested that the association should ap- 
point a vigilant and diligent person to prosecute 
such cases, paying bim a good salary for his work.

AXD ARRESTED WHILE WRITING TO HIS

James S. Maxwell,a member of the firm 
fepresenting the Bald Eagle and Empire Flouring 
Mills, Millersburg, Obio, came to this City last Sat- 
nrday and took roomsat Smith & MeNell’s Hotel, 
In Greenwich-street. He was assigned to rooms 
Nos. 79, 83, and 86. He had two sachels as baggage. 
During the afternoon he called on several commis- 
gion houses down town with whom his firm is in 
the habit of transacting business, among others 
Mesers. C. R. Hickox & Co., of No. 88 Whiteball- 
street. Mr. Hickox introduced him to several 
other merchants, to whom Maxwell showed sam- 
ples of fine brands of four, of which he bad a sach- 
elfal. He solicitea and obtained several orders. 


He was taken to the Produce Exchange and intro- 
Ynoed to many of its members, and received a pass, 
tigned by the President, admitting him to the floor 
pf the Exchange during business hours. 

Having transacted his legitimate business, Mr. 
Maxwell turned bis attention to ciher matters. He 
ealied on Charles Kress, an electrotyper for Love- 
joy, Son & Co., in Rose-street, and was shown some 
yamples of fine work. Then he told Mr. Kress that 
he wanted some work done, and Mr. Kress ied the 
way to the private office. Mr. Maxwell said “that 
place wou!d not do,” and Mr. Kress went into an 
outer room with his mysterious customer, Mr. 
Maxwell drew from his pocket a packaze of photo- 
ap ee ef United States Treasury notes, and said 

esired to have some notes printea from the 
electretype plates of the photographs. Mr. Kress 
made ab appointment to meet Maxwell at Smith & 
McNell’s Hotel, at 7:30 o'clock Monday night. It 
‘Was understood that Mr. Kress was to ascend to 
the second fioor of the hotel, knook at the doors of 
each of the three rooms occupied by Maxwell, 
aad, on receiving the reply “ Who’s there?" from 
Maxwell, was to reply "48—6.” Mr. Kress called 
pn Detective Sampson, of the Treasury Depart- 
ent, on Monday, and Mr. Sampson referred him 
- Chief Drummond, of the United States Secret 
Bervice Department. The Chief and several as- 
tistants accompanied Mr. Kress on his visit! to 
Maxweil. Mr. Kress did not know the name of his 
pustemer, and Chief Drummond thought from the 
Hescription that it was “ Ed” Ball, a noterious 
sounterfeiter. 

Mr. Kress gave the necesssary signals and was 
admitted to Maxwell’s room. The latter said he 
flesired to have counterfeit notes printed, colored, 
and finished ready for use from the electrotype 

Mr. Kress understood 
Bis oustomer then, and took his order. It was as 
follows: 25,000 one-dollar notes, 12,500 twos, 5,000 
fives, 2,500 tens, and 1,000 ten-dollar silver certifi-

Yesterday he was taken before United States Com- 
joissioner Shields, where be waived examination 
and was held in $3,500 bail to await the action of 
the Grand Jury. Accompanied by Deputy Marshal 
Brady, Maxwell went down town. He was 
pordially greeted by his new aequaintances 
en the Produce Exchange, and he visited 
his most intimate friends, in an effort to obtain 
bail. He wes unable to do so, and was locked up 
in Ladiow-Street Jalil. He seeured United States 
Commissioner J. M. Devel as his counsel and re- 
fused to talk to anybody, by his counsel’s advice. 
Mr. Dene! said his client would telegraph to his 
brother, G. W. Maxwell, and the latter would eome 
on aod arrange bail. Mr. Deuel said he thought 
Maxwell bad been on a drunken spree. He said he

The American Committee on Bartholdi’s AT JEROME PARK, 


Statue of Liberty and a few of their friends assem- 
bled in Room No. 82 of the Bryant Building, Liber- 
ty and Nassau streets, yesterday afterneon, and 
viewed a model of Richard M. Hunt’s design for 
the pedestal of the statue. The design has been 
accepted by the Executive Committee, subject to 
such changes as they may see fit to make, and the 
model is practically a perfect representation of 
the pedestal as it will appear when the statue is 
raised on Bedloe’s Island next Summer. From the 


inolosure within the fort rises a sleping terrace, 
with 27 steps ou each of the four sides, to a tesscl- 
lated pavement, upon whioh the base of tne pedes- 
tal will rest. This pavement will be 20 feet 10 
inches above the top of the line of the fort and 
42 feet above the bottom of the foundation, which 
is now being laid. The pedestai will be 
constructed of some kind of hard stone, but the 
committee has not yet decided on the special kind 
to be used. The base will be 61 feet 6 inches 
square, and rising from this will be a_ truncated 
pyramid, surmounted by the plinth. The beicht 
of the pedestal, from the base to the plinth, will be 
148 feet, and as the statue is 150 feet high the bea- 
con torch of liberty will flame in the air 295 feet 
above the old fort. A well 24 feet square will ex- 
tend from top to bottom, and in this will be a 
spiral staircase, by means of which ascent can be 
made tothe top of the statue. Entrance to the 
weli will be by means of four iron doors, one on 


each side of the base of the pedestal, and on each | 


side just below the plinch will be a balcony 
framed in four columns, from which a fine view of 
the Bay and harbor can be obtained. The only 
decorative work contemplated in the design is the 
shields of the different States and Territories and 
of the District of Columbia, which are to surround 
the base, and the committee expeets that cach 
— will furnish the stone containing its own 
jeld. 

Those who saw the model yesterday were out- 
spoken in their praise of the design. and the mem- 
bers of the committee expressed themselves as 
fully satisfied with Mr. Hunt’s work. With regard 
to the money for building the pedestal Mr. Parke 
Godwin said that the committee was pertectly 
satisfied that all the funds needed would be re- 
ceived in time. ‘*I could give you the names of 
men,” he said, “who bave offered to pay the 
entire cest of this pedestal, but we want it to be 
done by the whole people of this country, as the 
statue has been paid for by the people of Franee. 
We are now fully organized for the work of col- 
lecting, and before the Winter is over we 
expect to have a large sum. The theatres 
are going to combine next month and 
give us a percentage of their receipts for 
one night, the Jadies are getting ready 
to hold a grand fair for us, and the 
Seventh Regiment proposes to give a ball for the 
benefit of the fund. Our committees on the Ex- 
changes and in different branches of business are 
also getting ready for work, and the Sunshine 
Publishing Company, of this City and Buffalo, have 
get aside a percentage of their profits for us. They 
have given us a check for $2,600 to-day, and have 
promised us $50,000 by the first of next March. We 
feel vgn | easy about getting the $250,000 re- 
quired to build this pedestal in ample time for the

MRS, CHERRILL AND KER HUSBAND.

THE FIGHT FOR A CHILD FOLLOWED BY A 


DIVORCE SUIT. 


Circumstances are apparently combining to 
make miserable the life of Mrs. Augusta Cherrill, 
better known as Miss Augusta Roche, who, as Lady 
Jane in ‘‘ Patience,” used nightiy to inform the 
public at the Standard Theatre that she was “not 
handsome, but massive!” On the 3d inst. her 
husband, Roderick Cherrill, disappeared from her 
bome with their child, Rose Cherrill. She obtained 


a writ of habeas corpus, but as Cherrill had left 
New-York she was unable to have it served. On 
Saturday last she received a lettersigned “ Ro,” 
date Oct. 5, No. 44 East Tenth-street, stating that 
whoever was advising ber was her enemy; and not 
her friend, that she was bringing ruin and disgrace 
upon herself, that he alone eould save and restore 
Rose to her, who was out of the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court of this State, and that if she want- 
ed to communicate with him he would be at home 
on Saturday at 5:30 P. M. 

According to Mrs. Cherrill’s statement she sent 
to the writer of this letter the laconic invitation: 
“You may call at 6:30 P.M.” About the appoint- 
ed time, she says, one Roland Barnett visited her 
at her homein ayette-place, and, in the presence 
of her mother and brother, told her that she would 
never have her child returned to her unless she 
agreed that she would not allow a certain Dr. 
Jennings to continue to visit her. She told 
him angrily that he had no right to impose 
conditions on her, and he left her house. In the 
street he was served with a writ of habeas corpus 
commanding him to produce the child, Rose Cher- 
rill, in Supreme Court Chambers on Tuesday morn- 
ing. Barnett appeared before Judge Donohue yes- 
terday, and, in a return to the writ, deniea that 
he had possession of the child or knew where she 
is. Mr. Henry W. Sackett traversed this return, 
denying its truthfulness, and Judge Donohue then 
sent the issue thus raised to Mr. John P. 
Gaw, as®Referee, for determination. It was 
before Mr. Gaw that Mrs. Cherrill gave the testi- 
mony above outlined. It also beeame a matter of 
record, through the admission of his attorney, Mr. 
Lippman. that Barnett was the writer of the letter 
signed -“ Ro. ” 


On Monday last Mrs. Cherrill began a suit for 
separation from Roderick Cherrillon the grounds 
of cruelty and abandonment. Cherrill re- 
sponded to this suit by having her served, 
yesterday. with a summons in a _ suit for 
an absolute divorce. Mr. Cherrill went 
further than this by beginning an action against 
Dr. Jennings to recover $20,000 damages for the al- 
leged alienation from him of Mrs. Cherrill’s affec- 
tions, and for crim. con. In this suit Cherrill pro- 
cured an order for the defendant's arrest. Dr. 
Jennings was taken into custody by the Sheriff, 
but, almost immediately after his arrest, his attor- 
ney, Mr. H. W. Sackett, had the order vacated by 
Judge Donohue, because the affidavit on whieh it 
was granted was irregular.

ELECTRIO STORMS AT SEA.

THE EXPERIENCE OF THE OFFICERS AND 
CREW OF THE INTERNATIONAL. 

The steam-ship International, Capt. Simp- 
son, which arrived from Trieste yesterday, experi- 


enced a severe sheck, supposed to be caused by an | 


earthquake, and encountered two heavy electric 
storms, during the voyage. At 11 o’clock A. M. on 
Oct. 8, when the vessel was in latitude 3f° 18’ and 
longitude 50° 16’, Chief/Engineer Hall felt a violent 


shock, which led him at first to believe that one of 
the boilers had exploded. T'wo of the firemen 
rushed from the etoke-hele and cried out that 
something had exploded. The officers on 
the bridge called down through the 
speetinn tie asking what had exploded. The 
shock was felt throughout the vessel, and several 
ot the crew said they heard a report like the dis- 
charge ofacannon. An examination showed that 
the boilers were all right and that the ship was not 
leaking. Had a sunken wreck been struck the In- 
ternational would have made considerable water. 
Capt. Simpson and his officers think that the shock 
must have been eaused by an earthquake. The 
sea was rather heavy at the time, and no unusual 
agitation of the water was observed. . 

At 8 o’elock that night an electric storm set in. 
It was comparatively calm, but lightning flashed 
in all directions; and lit up the sky as brigbt- 
ly as if it had been day. Only one peal of 
thunder was beard during the electrio storm, 
which continued for nine hours. Last Saturday 
night the International encountered another elec- 
trio storm. This began at about 10 o’clock and 
continued until 3 o’clock next morning. Lightning 
flashes blazed in ali directions. The sea was not 
heavy, the wind was not hich, and there was no 
thunder. Electricity ran down the rigging and 
along the railings, The officers could feel it run- 
ning down their arms. The'r fingers frequently 
tingied as if they had touched a galvanic battery. 
The sky was kept eonstantly ablaze auring the
